Member Profiles 


This month continues our series of profiles of St Louis Audubon members. 


Jim Malone was elected to the board April 1996. 

How would you describe your educational background? 

I have a Bachelor's in Physiology, a Master's in Biological Science, and several years of 
post-graduate study in advanced human anatomy and physiology from Southern Illinois 
University. 

How would you describe your current occupation? 

I am a research biologist at Pharmacia Corporation in Chesterfield, presently studying pro- 
teins of normal and diseased individuals in an attempt to develop new treatments for arthri- 
tis and artheriosclerosis. 

What is your current function/role with SLAS? 

I am Chair of the Field Trip Committee, website manager, and member of the Board of 
Directors. 

What is your #1 conservation concern at any level, from local to global? 
Habitat preservation-especially wetlands. Although much effort has been put into develop- 
ing "new" wetlands, these man-made constructs do not come close to supporting the wildlife 
diversity found in similar, native areas. We need to find more and better ways to help peo- 
ple understand the critical importance of natural wetland preservation. 

In what ways can NAS or SLAS address this concern? 

The combination of education about, and active preservation of, wetlands is imperative! 
Both organizations can work with local groups (like state and county parks and local gov- 
ernments) to develop ways of protecting and preserving natural wetlands. 

What is your long-term vision/goals for SLAS? 

I would love to see us work hand-in-hand with local and regional conservation organiza- 
tions identifying areas we can protect and preserve and developing an active wetlands edu- 
cation center where we can show people the value of preserving these natural areas. 


Ladue Middle School Goes to State in Bird Identification 


Congratulations to member/teacher Jean Siesener on taking her Ladue Middle 
School Science Olympiad group to state in the 2002 Bird Identification category. She has 
worked hard with her students preparing them in an event where they only missed 2 out of 
50 questions in identifying birds, their habitat and nests. 

Science Olympiad is a Junior and Senior High international competition that started 
in Michigan in 1985 and quickly spread throughout the United States and Canada. There 
are three categories of competition: 1) Building (as in bridges or towers) 2)Process (as in 
life science or water) and 3) Identification (as with rocks or birds). There are 23 events in 
total, however the school can take only 15 students in teams of two to four each. 

When Jean was approached by her district to sponsor a group she gravitated to the 
newest event, "Bird ID," because she said she wanted to expand her knowledge base and 
what better way then with the kids. However, she realized she needed help and contacted 
the Education Committee of St. Louis Audubon Society (SLAS). We donated bird books for 
the students to cut up into note cards, prepared slide carousels weekly for the students to 
review species and took the SLAS bird nest and egg collection to help prepare for the next 
phase of competition. 

We in the Education Committee want to say "hats off" to Jean and all of*the enthu- 
siastic teachers like her for all they do to help educate "our future." 

State competition is in April and we wish her luck.

On 
each trip we also manage to find up to 320 species of birds, and experience the unique cultures of the Samburu, Kikuyu and Maasai 
people. Each day offers hundreds of stunning opportunities for unequaled photographs to record your once and a lifetime adventure. 

Our budget safari costs $3295 per person with double occupancy which includes round trip air fare via Northwest/KLM 
from New York through Amsterdam directly to Nairobi, Kenya. Notice the timing of this trip is great for teachers and families with 
teenagers.

We have fine tuned this safari for the maximum enjoyment of viewing wildlife at a relaxed pace. We stay a minimum of 
two nights in each national park lodge, which permits at least four game drives in each park at a relaxed pace with midday free time 
to enjoy the lively lodges and swimming pools, or to explore their elegant gardens for birders.

Finally, we enjoy three nights in the huge grasslands of the MaasaiMara/ Northern Serengeti which is 
famous for enormous herds of wildebeest, zebra, lions birds of prey and unforgettable sunsets.

TRACY MEMORIAL DEDICATION UPDATE 
MAY 12, 2002 


ST. LOUIS ZOO BIRD GARDEN 

Friends and family of Mr. Robert Tracy will gather on Sunday, May 12, 2002, 2:00 
p.m., at the St. Louis Zoo Bird Garden to remember Mr. Tracy and dedicate a memorial in 
his name. Memorial contributions were received by the Saint Louis Audubon Society from 
many persons familiar with Mr. Tracy. It was determined by the Audubon Board that a 
matching gift would be made in order to erect a memorial that would both inform 
and educate the general public concerning the number and needs of the many 
International Migratory Birds that visit and frequently spend the spring and summer 
in the greater St. Louis area. The placement and design of the memorial was made 
with the assistance and advocacy of the Saint Louis Zoo as a partner. 

The date of May 12 is significant in that this day will be celebrated in 
North, South, and Central America as "International Migratory Bird Day." In fur- 
ther recognition of this day, the Saint Louis Audubon Society beginning at 8:00 a.m. 
on the 12th will sponsor a bird walk. All persons are invited to accompany experi- 
enced "birders" from the Saint Louis Audubon Society on a walk through Forest 
Park's Kennedy Woods, to glimpse some of these migratory birds who will have 
arrived in our area by that time. Members of the Saint Louis Audubon Society will 
be happy to assist those persons less experienced. Plan to arrive before 8:00 a.m. 
and assemble in the area in back of the St. Louis Art Museum. Bring binoculars, if you 
have them, and your favorite bird identification book. 

Attendees at the dedication are encouraged to dress casually and enjoy both before 
and after activities at the Zoo. When you arrive at the Zoo, and if you need directions, 
pause at the "Living World Building" and ask for directions at the information table to the 
Bird Garden dedication site. 

A special International Migratory Bird poster will be made available to those who 
attend, and refreshments will be served following the dedication so that we may visit and 


become better acquainted with one another.

Conservation Report -- 


Volunteers Needed: Help Obtain Data on Lighted Buildings and Bird Fatalities 
Sue Gustafson 


Not interested in writing letters to legislators? Tired of being asked for financial contributions to conservation organiza- 
tions? Well, here's an alternative way to assist in bird conservation by volunteering a small amount of your time! We'd like to con- 
tinue the momentum begun several years ago when a group of St. Louis Audubon members joined forces with volunteers from the 
Webster Groves Nature Study Society's Conservation Committee to search the bases of downtown highrise buildings during spring 
migration to look for evidence of bird fatalities. As you are probably aware, lighted buildings pose a risk to night-flying migratory 
birds, particularly on nights of low cloud cover. Birds that use the stars for navigation will fly towards other lights when the stars 
are obscured by clouds, and impact into lighted buildings and towers can be fatal to birds. This is a common problem in cities with 
tall buildings located on major migratory pathways. Cities such as Toronto, New York City, and Chicago are working with building 
owners in a "lights out" program during peak migration periods. 

In order to discuss this problem with building owners in St. Louis, we'd like to continue to compile data on the situation in 
St. Louis. We're in need of people to volunteer their time for one or two (or more if possible!) mornings in the first two weeks 
of May around 5:30 a.m. to assist in this data-gathering endeavor. Lynne Breakstone will be coordinating the dates and logistics 
with participants. Please call Lynne at 314-726-4772 to volunteer. 

And one more volunteer opportunity: Put your birding skills to good use by assisting in local breeding bird surveys or general 
bird species inventories on public and private lands. We'd like to compile a list of birders who are interested in assisting with such 
projects. If you're not already involved and would like to be added to the list, contact Jim Ziebol at 314-963-7750. Warning -- you 
may find yourself in a situation I was in recently: I had to tell a (witty) non-birding friend that I couldn't attend an event with her, as 
I had to do a bird survey. She replied, "What kinds of questions do you ask them?"

Don't Look Now But it's 
Spring

Extended mild temperatures and a lack of precipitation 
have taken their toll on birding in the St. Louis area this winter, 
but we have still had fun on our birding trips. At the beginning 
of February, 27 of us visited Riverlands for the best of the sea- 
son. We had a good selection of ducks (although small numbers 
of each) including Black Ducks, Green-winged Teal, Pintails, 
Shovelers, Canvasbacks, a couple of Merganser species and 
Rudy Ducks. A few wintering Bald Eagles made an appearance, 
as did Red-tailed and Sharp-shinned Hawks. The remainder of 
the day was limited to woodpeckers, robins, a couple of sparrow 
species, but the company was perfect. As we move into spring 
the bird varieties will increase. Come and join us to see the spec- 
tacle of migration. 

April 7 (Sunday) Busch C.A., 6:00 PM. Our annual Woodcock 
Walk and Owl Prowl will be this evening at Busch. This is a 
very special event for us. Each year we attempt to locate 
American Woodcocks as they "Peent" into the evening and fly 
about in amazing displays to impress the lady Woodcocks. To 
get to this event take highway 40 West from St. Louis across the 
Missouri River. Turn left at highway 94 (toward Defiance) and 
follow it to the stoplight at high way D. Turn right at D and go a 
couple of miles to the entrance to Busch C.A. After turning right 
into Busch, go through the gate and turn left at the T. We will 
meet in the Ayden Knight Hampton Lake parking lot. 

April 28 (Sunday) Southern Illinois Levee Tour 7:30 AM. 
This trip will be our first Southern Illinois Spring Levee trip. 
We will go South along the Levees of the Mississippi River 
through Monroe county visiting places like Kidd Lake, 
Moredock Lake, Fults Hill, Fort De Chartres, and Fort 
Kaskaskia. We will be searching for shorebirds, waders, migrat- 
ing passerines and possibly Mississippi Kites. This will be an all 
day event so be sure to bring a lunch and something to drink. To 
get to our starting point, travel east from South St. Louis on I - 
255 across the Jefferson Barracks Bridge. Travel south on high- 
way 3 and exit right after a short distance on Palmer Road. 
Follow Palmer Road to a Red Roofed convenience store on the 
right side of the road. We will meet there. Come and join us! 
May 5 (Sunday) Tower Grove Park 7:30 AM. This is the first 
of our special International Migratory Bird Week (IMBW) 
walks. Last year, our visit to Tower Grove at this time was noth- 
ing short of amazing birding! Warblers were absolutely every- 
where, as were vireos, sparrow varieties, Black-billed Cuckoos, 
Tanagers, Orioles, Thrushes, and just about any migrating 
passerine you could imagine. This date is very close to the peak 
of spring migration in St. Louis and always leaves the birders 
satisfied. To join us, Take Highway 40 (I-64) or I-44 to 
Kingshighway and turn south. At Magnolia, turn left and drive 
along the north border of the park. Turn right at the stop light 
and enter the park. Turn right at the first road and follow it to the 
northwest corner of the park. We will meet at the Gaddy bird 
garden and bird the park from there. This proves to be a great 
outing. Look for additional IMBW outings in next month's Tale 
Feathers and on our website at www.stlouisaudubon.org. 


Land at Orton Road for Sale 
Audubon seeks pledges for 


Acquisition

If you have birded Riverlands at all, you are probably aware that 
the lighting conditions at Heron Pond are often very difficult 
when the sun is in the sky from the south. You are also aware 
that the other end of Heron Pond looks very inviting at these 
times, but going down Orton Road to get there can be full of 
adventure. One is faced with traversing a public road which is 
privately maintained. Further, the land on the right side of the 
road is privately owned and you have the knowledge that the 
owner's son has been much less than welcoming to birders at 
times, even when birders attempt to stay on Army Corps land on 
the left side of the road. 


All this may soon change. St. Louis Audubon Society has been 
approached about buying the land on the right side at the end of 
Orton Rd. Ownership of this land might give us the opportunity 
to establish a bird observation blind on the top of the mound that 
occupies a good portion of the land. Further, it would prevent 
the land from falling into the hands of a shooting club or home- 
builder whose activities would disrupt the refuge and waterfowl 
resting aspects of Heron Pond. It would certainly give us unim- 
peded access to the area. Some members of the SLAS Board of 
Directors have initiated discussions with the Army Corps and 
MDC about participating with us in acquiring this parcel of land. 
The Corps initially turned down buying the land on its own, but 
may be willing to get involved if we can show strong local inter- 
est. 


As farm land goes, the owner's price, $11,250 for about one acre, 
is very high. However, he envisions the land as a home site 
because the mound was the site of a trailer home before the cur- 
rent owner bought it. If the land went for the normal agricultur- 
al price of $2,000 - $3000 per acre we might still have to spend 
a few thousand dollars to put an observation mound in place. 


The SLAS board has indicated an interest in acquiring this land, 
but not if SLAS has to put up all the money itself. Thus, we are 
asking birders who are willing to help us to indicate this fact by 
pledging money which would be used to purchase the land. If 
you can help, please inform John Solodar of how much you 
would be willing to contribute.
